‘ AFTER ELECTION. 

Vice President Brown of the New York 

Central says that the people will not be 
able to give to the important question of 
treight rate adjustment ab careful consid- 
eration as it deserves when their atten- 
tion is diverted by a presidential cam- 
paign. So nothing will be done until 
after election. In the meantime the roads 
will try to instruct the people, if they can 
be lured away from the political “ spell- 
binders,” in the intricacies of the freight 
tariff problem. 
This fs a new and praiseworthy atti- 
tude on the part of the roads. It is a 
recognition ef the people, who hitherto 
have been ignored in this matter of 
freight rates. When rates have been ad- 
vanced there has been no attempt to ex- 
plain the justice of the action and thus 
secure the cheerful acquicscence of the 
community. Now that a wiser policy is 
being adopted the people should meet the 
roads half way. 

‘Let the roads go on with tele contem- 
plated campaign of education. The peo- 
ple will not be so deeply absorbed in the 
presidential contest but what they will 
have time to read any cogent and logical 
arguments for a readjustment of freight 
rates that the roads may be able to pre- 
sent. They ought to read the arguments 
with an open mind, heedful of the fact 
that, while higher rates are always un- 
welcome, changing conditions may make 
an advance in rates as to one or another 
commodity. legitimate and even neces- 
sary. | 

While the roads are educating the pub- 
lic they should not ‘neglect the repairing 
of freight cars. The erops have begun 
to move and business is reviving. All 
the cars now idle and even more may 
be needed ore election. That will 
mean ine revenues for the roads 
and less occasign for a readjustment of 
freight rates after election. 


NO NEED OF STERILIZATION. 

Money constitutes an unimportant 
factor in ‘the transmission of diséase.” 
This statement will delight who, 
while they dearly love to haße money 
paid over to them, have been made 
nervous by the assertions of alleged sei- 
entists that it swarmed with vicious bac- 
teria and might be the carrier of danger- 
ous diseases. The alarmists who find 
deadly germs lurking everywhere and in- 
sist that everything be sterilized, from a 
cracked china cup to a telephone mouth- 
piece, say that gold and silver coins are 
not harmless and that currency, espe- 
‘cially when soiled, as it osten is, may be 
deadly. The debtor who passes some over 
to an eager creditor may also hand over 
to him tuberculosis. or diphtheria. 

Such is the willingness of men to accept 
cash when tendered that it is doubtful 
whether anybody has insisted on steriliza- 
tion preceding the transfer. If it were in- 

i on the debtor might change his 
mid about paying. But no doubt many 
who would not have been disturbed if 
told that the money they were reétiving 
was morally tainted have been made un- 
easy by the possibility of a physical taint. 
Such persons will be relieved in mind by 
an article in the last Popular Science 
Monthly. 

The writer made some laboratory ex- 
periments with dirty bank notes. “He 
found that they abounded in bacteria. 
One of them, the cleanest bill he used, 
had 405,000, while the dirtiest had only 
88,000. But the forms he found were 
nonvirulent. That is, the bills he tested 
would have harmed nobody. He inocu- 
lated some guinea pigs with the cultures 
he made, but the susceptible creatures 
were not eren temporarily ill. Further

If this ras- 
cally ex-cobbler had not made bis descent 
upon the coffers of Koepenick in such a 
way as to tickle the risibilities of all who 
read of it he might now be contemplating 
the prospect of a dozen more years’ im- 
prisonment. Evidently justice. cannot 
be severe while it struggles to keep a 
straight face and refrain from laughiog. 

Ex-Cobhler Voight, sentenced to four 
years, is reported released at the end 
of one, and, furthermore, to be on his 
way to matrimony. His light sentence 
of four years was a coucession forced by 
an appreciation of humor, and his re- 
lease is another. 

It was no small part of his offense 
that he trifled with the discipline of the 
German army. That alone was serious 
enough had it not been followed by the 
appropriation of the funds in the 
Koepenick town treasury and the jail- 
ing of the Koepenick officials.

The Marmiers are an ancient family, of 
bourgeole origin, the chief/of which bere 
the title of marquis until the death of the 
last duc de Choiseul, the latter having died 
in 1818 without male issue, leaving only two 
daughters, the younger married to the duke 
of Fitzjames and the elder to the marquis 
de Marmier. The marquis was thereupon 
permitted by Louis XVIII. to take his father- 
in-law's seat in the French chamber of 
peers, as well as his title of duke; though not 
the name of Choiseul, and thus became fret 
duc de Marmier. The present duke is his 
grandson, and is married to Mile. de Mous- 
tiers, daughter of that marquis de Moustiers 
who was minister of foreign affairs during 
— 5 closing years of the reign of Napoleon 


The Marmiers have been a good deal in the 
public eye in recent years In connection with 
lawsuits, one of the most entertaining of 
which was a suit brought by Mile. Anne de 
Marmier, daughter of the duke, and sister 
of present marquis, against her aunt, the 
widowed countess de Contades—thet is to 
say, her mother’s sister, with whom she had 
been living. The object of Mile. de Mar- 
mier’s suit againat her eldesly relative was 
to have the latter judicially declared as de- 
mented, and to secure the administration of 
Mme. de Contades’ large fortune for herself 
and for ,her father, the duc de Marmier.

Ag evidence of the dementia of the comtesse 
de Contades it was shown that she enter- 
tained the most extravagant affection for 
dolis, of which she had an immense collec- 
tion. Mile. de Marmier explained in court 
that it would have been all well if the countese 
had contented herself with dressing and un- 
dressing the dolls, but complained that she/ 
insisted on treating them absolute as if 
they were living children, invariably having 
half a dosen seated with her at déjeuner and 
at dinner, and causing them to be waited 
upon by the footmen and served with food 
and drink, the dolls in question having their 
own silver spoons, forks, and mugs engraved 
with the names which they bore and adorned 
with the armorial bearings of the ancient and 
illustrious house of De Contades. 

It was added that the dolls were of the size 
of children, and so exquisitely finished tn 
every respect that in the dim light which the 
widowed countess, like so many eldetiy 
women, affected, they were readily mistaken 
for human beings. They were looked after 
by a head nurse and three under nurses, one 
of whom bore, by the orders of the countess, 
the peculiar apparel, comprising a white cap 
with long streamers, the cloak and the gay 
colored skirt of a typical Burgundy nou- 
nou, or wet nurse. 

This, it was admitted, constituted the only 
indication of mental ration on the part 
of Mme. de Contades, and was eacribed to 
the great sorrow of the childlessness of her 
othetwise happy marriage. In other re- 
spects the countess was entirely sane. But 
the French tribunals, after due deliberation, 
eventually rendered a decision on the 
strength of the evidence concerning the dolls, 
pronouncing the countess as non compos 
mentis, and appointing Mile. Anne de Mar- 
mier and the duc de Marmier as administra- 
tors of her fortune, which they have since 
inherited.

Another suit in which the name of De Mar- 
mier has flgured prominently in recent years 
is that which the present duke brought, in 
conjunction with his kinsman, the late duke 
of Fitzjames, against the government, on the 
subject of the Opera Comique The latter is 
owned by the government, and when it built 
the present house ,to take the place of the 
one destroyed by fire in 1888, the two dukes 
demanded that a box on the grand tier, in 
every way equal to that prepared for the 
president, should be constructed and fur- 
nished for them free of cost. 

They based their application for this 
curious privilege, so odd and so incongruous 
under the régime of the republic, on an agree- 
ment made in 1781 between Louis XVI. and 
the last duc de Choiseul—that is to say, their 
great grandfather. It was the duke in ques- 
tion who owned the site on which the 
Opera Comique now stands, and he ceded it 
to hie sovereign at a nominal sum for the 
censtruction of a royal theater in consider- 
ation of enjoying in perpetuity a box and 
salon as fine as that of the royal loge and 
on the grand tier. 

The government of the republic at first de- 
clined to consider the application of the 
two dukes, on the ground that fit was pre- 
posterous for such a grant to have been made 
in perpetuity, or having been made by the 
monarchy, to be continued indefinitely by the 
republic: But on the matter being referred 
to the courts the latter decided An favor of 
the plaintiffs, confirming them in the pos- 
session of their rights.

It may be remembered that a considerable 
time elapsed between the burning of the old 
Opera Comique and the erection of the new 
building. The latter probably would. never 
have been put up had it not been for the two 
dukes. They waited for two or three years 
after the fire, and then finding that the gov- 
ernment was making no moye to rebuild, they 
commenced another lawsuit against the state 
for the annulment of the sale of 1781, and for 
the restitution to them, as the last duke of 
Choiseul’s heirs, of the now colossally valua- 
bie site of the playhouse, basing their claim 
on the fact that through the failure on the 

of the government to immediately re- 
bulld the theater they hed been deprived of 
the enjoyment of the privileges in return for 
which their ancestor had ceded the property 
to the state. 

The government, which up till that mo- 
ment had been considering the question of 
either selling the site for building purposes, 
or else of erecting thereon some government 
offices, came to the conclusion, after taking 
legal advice, that it was only by rebuilding 
another Opera Comique that it could escape 
having to surrender either the site or its 
value to the two dukes, to whom therefore 
Paris may be said to owe the present Opera 

Comique. On it being shown that the house 
was being rebuilt, the two dukes were non- 
suited, without prejudice, however, to their 
rights to the box. 

Finally, when the house was completed and 

they again sued the state for dam-

Why No Parcel Post t 


Pacific Grove, Cal.,. Aug. [Editor of 
the Tribune.]J—This is the season for Uncle 
Sam's quadrennial stocktaking. The na- 
tional business of the last four years is 
being reviewed, the balance struck, 
plans laid for future betterments. 


parties have included postoffice 
banks, but, so far as I have seen, no party 
has demanded an up to date parcels post. 

Why is this? 

The present situation is too utterly ridic- 
ulous! Living here in the extreme west, 
just as far as the star of empire permits, 
I can send by mall eleven pounds in a single 
package to Londdh, England, for $1.82. But 
if I want to mall eleven pounds to the near- 
est town, Monterey, two miles distant, I 
must divide it into three parcels, because 
not more than four pounds is permitted in 
one package at domestic merchandise rates, 
and then pay $1.76 postage. That is, our 
postoffice charges me 44 cents more to send 
eleven pounds for two miles than it charges 
for sending the same weight 6,000 miles. 

Whose fault is this? 

Is it the negligence of the postmaster gen- 
eral? Certainly the blame does not rest 
with this official, nor with President Roose- 
velt. These men have it in their power to 
conclude conventions with foreign countries 
as to postal affairs. Hence the $1.42 rate for 
eleven pound packages to distant lands. But 
they cannot touch domestic rates, These 
are regulated by congress. 

Who regulates congress? 

Popular fiction ascribes this function to 
“the people.“ But, as Lowell found fifty 
years ago, a mysterious agency in the back- 
ground is apt to arrange for the people their 
wants and desires.’’ 

This agency has sown broadcast frequent 
statements that cheap parcels post would 
ruin the retail merchants wherever found. It 
has advertised sedulously the mail order 
houses by publishing in the rural press 
statements that these houses sell cheaper 
than can local merchants, and that were 
postage rates made reasonable local mer- 
chants would all go broke. 

Put baldly, cheaper transportation would 
kill local trade. This, of course, puts to de- 
rision the whole world’s experience. More- 
over, in this special particular the world’s ex- 
perience is quite definite. Parcels post has 
been in actual operation in Europe and India 
for more than a quarter century. 

It has proved so great a boon to the Euro- 
pean retailer that he would be the first to 
object to its curtailment or abolition. It 
provides rapid transportation at rates abso- 
lutely equal for all; no discriminations; no 
rebates! 

Already in this country many mail order 
houses, by means of special rates, deliver 
bargain counter goods to purchasers free 
of all charge for transportation. In spite 
of this there has never been a decade when 
our country stores were better stocked with 
goods or transacted more business than since 
1898, Obviously, then, in obstriicting parcels 
post the retail merchant hes been used as a 
catspaw for the mysferiops agency afore- 
said. The money the case is branded 
„express.“ The chestnuts such airy trifies 
as $30,000,000 surpluses. 

The postmaster general and the people 
want an up to date parcels post./ This has 
deen omitted from the national platforms. 
Let it be adopted by all county and state 
platfotms. 

The mation owes this reform to the man 
who wrestles with nature in the backwoods 
for the bread of life which constitutes its 
wealth and on which depends its very ex- 
istence.

Though no definite 
statement to that effect was made by rep- 
ntatives of the committee, the plan was 
1 ed in well informed railroad circ 
as supplying strong corroboration of a féa- 
ture of the Gould-Harriman agreement re- 
ported at the time the agreement was made. 

According to this report the arrangement 
contemplates the reorganization of the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie and Wabash Pitts- 
burg terminal under Harriman auspices and 
the release of the Wabash railroad from its. 
obligations to these two roads, and reim- 
burBement for its outlays upon them. The 
advantages to both sides from such an 
agreement are obvious, for the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie is of little use to Harriman with- 
out the Wabash terminal, and the standing 
and credit of the Wabash would be greatly 
bettered by the release from its obligations 
on these two roads. 

The Wabash’s principal financial interests 
in the Pittsburg terminal are represented by 
$6,000,000 first ‘mortgage bonds, for which 
the Wabash paid 93, and by ownership of the 
entire $10,000,000 capital etock of the road. 


Backed Wheeling and Irie. 

This stock is pledged under 57,000,000 notes 
of the Wabash, issued in 1905 to provide the 
company with funds for equipment and oper- 
ation. They mature in 1910. At about the 
time these notes were issued the Wabash 
undertook a similar obligation for the Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie by guaranteeing $8,000,000 
of notes of that road, which matured on Aug. 
1 and wete taken over by Harriman along 
with underlying securities in the shape of 
$12,000,000 of Wheeling and Lake Erie bonds 
and $2,200,000 cost price of equipment.
